ON AMERICA^ WOM 


They Are Stripped Naked by Chinese 


Rioters and Then Brutally 


Killed. 


HONG KONG, November 9.—Dr. Machle, the American mis- 


sionary who escaped the massacre at Lienchow, confirming the pre- 
vious accounts of the outbreak, adds horrifying details of the 
atrocities committed on the American women. 


•When the disturbance commenced the mob seized Miss Chest- 


nut and Mrs. Machle and exposed them ta public view in the Chi- 
nese temple. Amy Machle, the doctor's ten-year-old 
child, was 


carried off and flung alive into the river. 


The rioters stripped Miss Chestnut naked and flung her into the 


river. 


While the two were struggling in the water three Chinamen 


speared them with tridents. 


Miss Chestnut's body and Amy Machle's head were pierced. 
Mrs. 
Machle appealed to the rioters, but the mob stoned her 


brains out, stripped the body and flung it into the river. The mob 
then captured Mr. and Mrs. Peaie, stripped' them naked, exposed 
them for 15 minutes, clubbed Mr. Peale to death in his wife's pres- 


subs£%uently killed Mrs, Peale in the same brutal fashion.

Trepqff's removal, and the Governor- 
General himself agreed that only his 
retirement would appease the popular 
wrath. The final obstacle was the Em- 
peror, who had come to believe that 
Trepoff alone was able to safeguard the 
life of hlmvilf and family, but his Maj- 
esty at last, yielded on the condition 
that Trepoff should become oommand-

COULD NOT HOLD OUT. 


The series' of consultations which 


Count Witte has been holding with 
principal Democrats and even with 
the representatives of the conservative 
wing Zemstvoists convinced him that 
It was useless to hold out longer if he 
was to continue seeking to secure the 
sympathy of the parties of the Center. 
He therefore practically promised an 
Immediate extension of the suffrage to 
Include all the classes of the popula- 
tion. The suffrage in the cities will be 
direct, and among the peasants indi- 
rect through a single set of electors. 
Even upon these conditions, however, 
the constitutional Democrats 
finally

MACHINE GUNS USED. 


ST. PETERSBURG, November 9.—It is reported that a mas- 


sacre occurred at Cronstadt last night and that the infantry, using 
machine guns, fired on the people. The city is reported to be in 
flames. Telephone communication with St. Petersburg is interrupt- 
ed, but telegraph lines are working. 


The British embassy here has requested General TrepofF to pft>- 


tect the British subjects at Cronstadt. 


SAILORS HAVE MUTINIED. 


LONDON, November 9.—A dispatch to a news agency from 


St. Petersburg says that the sailors of the Russian squadron at Cron- 
stadt mutinied last night, overpowered their officers, and landed and 
attacked the shops, buildings and stores. Troops were called out 
and fighting ensued, during which machine guns were used and 
many persons were killed or wounded. In addition a number of 
houses were set on fire. The fighting lasted all night long. - 


BATTLE WITH TROOPS. 


ST. PETERSBURG, November 9, 4:30 p. m.—Intense excite- 


ment prevails here owing to the alarming news from Cronstadt. 
According to the reports a mutiny of the sailors occurred during the 
night and was followed by a regular battle with the troops, during 
which machine guns were used.

The San Francisco papers, which—with a. single exception.— 


supported the fusion ticket, accept the result of the. election with 
philosophic good temper. They indulge neither in bitter recrimin- 
ations nor gloomy prognostications. There/is none of the angry de- 
nunciation and fierce invective which have characterized their poli- 
tical utterances for weeks past. Evidently die huge majority given 
for Schmitz and the election of every man on the ticket with him 
has had a sobering effect. 


The Bulletin, which has been the bitterest of Schmitz' oppon- 


ents, sarcastically offers an apology written in Arthur McEwen's 
characteristic style. The tone is not bitter or pessimistic, however, 
and there is an entire absence of the spirit which prompted Judge- 
Goodwin to write in the Virginia City Enterprise the morning after 
the dispatches reported Samuel J. Tilden elected: "There is weep- 
ing and wailing under every emerajd arch in heaven, and torchlight 
processions in hell." 


The Chronicle does not disguise its regret, but bows gracefully 


to the verdict rendered at the polls. It says: "The majority rules, 
and it is right that it should rule. In this case the decision of the 
people is sufficiently emphatic to make it evident beyond any dis- 
pute that they have got what they want. Heretofore there has 
been a doubt. Now there is none."

zens' Alliance, the Call acepts the situation with composure, refrain-

The Proposed Chamber of Commerce 


The movement to organize a Chamber of Commerce in Oak- 


land embracing the representative business men of every branch of 
trade is one of the most hopeful signs of the times. It is a convinc- 
ing evidence of the growth of civic spirit in this city. Under no cir- 
cumstances should it be allowed to fail. 


It is a project that has been tentatively discussed at 
different 


times during the last five years, and each time it has been under 
consideration it has found an ardent advocate in H. C. Capwell, who 


an active member of the Board of Trade and Merchants' Ex- 


change, of which organizations he has at different times been presi- 
dent. It is but natural, therefore, that Mr. Capwell should now be 
an. energetic promoter of the proposed Chamber of Commerce. The 
initiative of such energetic and successful merchants as Mr. Cap- 
well' is necessary to the success of every undertaking involving the 
co-operation of the entire business community. 


A Chamber of Commerce would be an effective agency in pro- 


moting the welfare and upbuilding of Oakland. For one thing, it 
would compactly organize the business interests and sentiment of 
the city. It would mobilize all the agencies which promote muni- 
cipal advancement and mercantile expansion. In the past the Mer- 
chants' Exchange and the Board of Trade have labored effectively 
for the betterment of trade and other conditions, and the leaders of 
those organizations are entitled to the grateful thanks of the public, 
but while givins; them full credit for all they have accomplished in 
the city's behalf, the fact remains that a single organization em- 
bracing all the progressive business elements is needed at this time 
to make Oakland what it shoould be as a mercantile, maritime and 
manufacturing center.

POOR JEWESS BECOMES THE MOST 


POWERFUL WOMAN IN ALL RUSSIA 


L 


ONDON, Nov. 9.—From Jewish'obscurity to the foot of the throne 
of the Great White Czar. From poverty to millions. From exile to 
honor. This, In a word, is the wonderful story that reached Its climax 


when (the Countess Witte was receive,! toy the Emperor Nicholas. 


Social St. Petersburg rocked upon.its foundation at the sight. The Jews 


of the city, in the midst of impending famine and civil conflict, held up their 
hands and offered thanks to Jehovah. Count Serglus Wltte's heart must hays 
glowed at the greatest achievement of his life. 


It was a great feat for Wltte to restore order out of the chaos of an abused 


treasury when he was made Minister of Finance, but other men In history 
have done as well. It was a wonderful piece of diplomacy that he conducted at 
Portsmouth, when the vanquished demeaned themselves as victors and, after 
securing a remarkable peace, "Wltte was able to notify the Czar that "your de- 
mands have -been acceded to;" tout other men have made peace under condi- 
tions as difficult,

But no man has ever before secured the presentation to the Czar, at court, 


of his wife, when she was of Jewish birth, obscure origin, bearing the tarnish 
of a divorce and one-time banishment from the Russian realm.

In Russia as this reception of his wife at court. 


COME3 AFTER TEN YEARS. 


It Is ten years since Wltte,. appointed Minister of Finance, heard these 


sinister words from his Emperor: "I remember that you are not married," 
which he understood to be In effect an order that he should never call the fact 
of his marriage to the attention of Czar or court. 


It was a year or two afterward, when Mme. Wltte accumulated a fortune 


of millions of rubles In speculation -with Adolph Rothsteln, organizer of the 
Russo-Chinese Bank, as her adviser, that the Czar took notice again of the 
fact that Witte was married. M. MomantotE, president of the 
Moscow 


Taraslav Railroad, had lost $'3,500,000 when Mrne. Wltte's raid on the stock of 
the road was at an end. He went to the Czar, who flew into a towering pas- 
sion. 


Witte heard of the Incident and hastened to his royal master, who refused 


to see him. In some way he was restored to favor, but Mrne. Wltte went to 
Nice. It was common knowledge at the court of St. Petersburg that she wa* 
practically In exile. 


After a time, as Wltte came more and more Into the favor of the Czar, 


Mme. Witte was allowed to return, while still being unrecognized.as living by 
the Emperor. She gave many brilliant entertainments in her attempt to gain 
an entrance into high society. Her soirees, which were magnificent were at- 


tended by leaders In officialdom and finance, but not by their wives, nor by the 
aristocracy.

TASK HAD SEEMED HOPELESS. 


Her task seemed hopeless, untU Wltte was appointed to the Portsmouth 


mission and carried out his duty with such tremendous power and audacity. 
Today, so great is the Emperor's regard for Wltte, that Mme. Wltte'8 antecei 
dents and past have been forgotten. The Czar has even overlooked the fact 
that she Is a Jewess. 


Mme. 
Witte is one of the most beautiful women in Europe. Tet she wa* 


born a Jewish peasant in- Moscow. They called her Matilda, History does 
not go further than that with her name. 


A substantial tradesman named Lissanewltch fell In love with her. 
After 


a time they were married. She induced her^husband to move to St. Petersburg, 
where her ambition carved out for her a future. Her fame ai a beauty, as a 
wit, as a brilliant woman, spread thrbugout the city.1 She became the divinity 
of Witte. 


After a time Lissanewlteh placed to her credit 25,000 roubles ($12,500) 


and Mme. Llssanewltch secured a divorce. She married Wltte. 


He was ambitious; so was she. He desired fame; 'he wised It for him. 


He wanted treat riches; her ambitions could not be (ratified without them. 
It as at this time that Mme. Wltte met Adolph Rothsteln, who was fighting 
hls way to the front in the world of finance. With his help she made the 
fortune she needed. In one coup she won $5,000,000 In the stock market. It 
has been presumed, that Rothstein, whose position as controller of th« Inter- 
national Bank of Commerce of Russia did not allow htm to speculate, mad* 
some business partnership with Mme. Wltte. 


TIMES CHANGE IN RUSSIA. 


Then came the Czar's rage over the matter and Mme. Witte's departure 


for the South. That was several years ago, and times change in a. Russian 
court. Today Wltte is the greatest man in Russia', Kothstein is governor of 
the Imperial Bank of Russia, and Mme. Wltte—Mme. Wltte has been receive! 
at court. 


The people of Russia have great hopes from Wltts's elevation. He Is one 


of the most liberal of all Russian statesmen today. He has come out as an 
advocate of. complete liberty of speech, of the press and of assembly. He told 
Eellgman and the other Jewish financiers who called upon him In America that 
he favored political freedom for the Jews, to be given them by degrees. In hie 
accession to the absolute confidence of Nicholas, and the presentation of hie 
wife to the Czar, the Hebrews of Russia see great hopes of relief from the 
oppression which has .shadowed them for centuries.

CHICAGO, Nov. 9. — A 
dispatch to 


the Inter-Ocean from TJniontown, Pa., 
says: 


For the sake oC illustrating a con- 


tested point to a Coroner's Jury room 
yesterday, 2000 kegs of powder, rep- 
^esenting a value of about $10,000 was 
exploded by a powder company. The 
shock of the explosion was felt in sev- 
eral surrounding townships and there 
was great excitement throughout this 
end of the country. 


The Coroner's jury which has been 


sitting on the cases of eighteen ner- 
. sons killed in the explosion at Fair- 
chance. September 9, had expressed 
:some desire for information as to the 
direction in which exploding 
exerted its greatest force.

The powder people have taken the 


stand that the big magazines which 
went off on September D had been ex- 
ploded by some agency outside the 
magazines. 
They claimed that some 


one -having a spite at the concern had 
placed and exploded under the maga- 
zines containing 10,000 kegs of powder, 
some, other explosive, either fulminate 
of mercury or nitro gylcerine. In de- 
fense of this it was claimed that pow- 
der in exploding does not tear holes 
In the ground, and the company offer- 
ed to prove this by practical demon- 
stration to the Coroner's Jury.

great distance and the battery was 
touched off. 
The explosion rocked 


the entire township and was heard! as 
far as Connellsville. 
The powder people then showed that 


no hole had been torn in the earth by 
the explosion of this great amount of 
powder.
